A BILL FOR AN ACT ENTITLED: "AN ACT PROVIDING AN INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX CREDIT FOR A4

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:8

NEW SECTION.  Section 1.  Tax credit for teacher-purchased school supplies.  (1) A qualified10

taxpayer is allowed a tax credit against the taxes imposed by 15-30-103 in an amount equal to 8% of the amount11

spent on qualified school supplies purchased by the taxpayer during the tax year.12

(2)  To qualify for the tax credit allowed under this section, the taxpayer must be a teacher employed13

full-time by a school district receiving operating funds under Title 20, chapter 9, part 3.14

(3)  To qualify as school supplies subject to the tax credit allowed under this section, the school supplies15

must be required for adequate school instruction by the taxpayer and must be supplies that are not furnished16

by the employing school district.17

(4)  The credit allowed under this section may be claimed by a taxpayer only if the taxpayer has not also18

claimed a deduction for the amount of the purchase of the school supplies.19

(5)  If the amount of the credit exceeds the claimant's income tax liability under this chapter, the amount20

of the excess must be refunded to the claimant.21
